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ANNUAL  REPORT 


To  the  Philadelphia  Society  for  the  Establishment  and  Support 
of  Charity  Schools. 


The  Board  of  Managers  submit  their  Report  of  the  condition 
of  the  Schools  under  their  care,  for  the  year  1846.  No  change 
has  taken  place  in  the  management  of  the  schools  during  that 
period.  200  pupils,  on  an  average,  have  been  under  instruction, 
of  which  83  v/ere  boys  and  117  girls;  51  boys  and  79  girls  left 
the  schools,  and  74  boys  and  79  girls  were  admitted,  and  there 
remain  on  the  rolls  86  boys  and  131  girls;  the  boys  are  divided 
into  two  schools ;  the  Grammar  School  consisting  of  40  boys 
under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Z.  D.  Brashears,  and  the  Secondary 
School,  under  Miss  Deborah  Cox,  consists  of  46. 

The  Girls’  School  consists  of  131  pupils;  of  this  school  Miss 
Elizabeth  Aldrich  is  the  Principal,  and  is  assisted  by  Miss 
Caroline  Lane  in  the  Literary  Department;  and  Mrs.  Sarah 
Wright  has  charge  of  the  Sewing  Department. 

In  the  Boys’  Grammar  School  there  are  three  classes  engaged 
in  the  study  of  Grammar,  Geography,  History  and  Arithmetic. 

In  the  Secondary  School  the  pupils  are  divided  into  three 
classes,  and  are  receiving  elementary  instruction. 

The  girls  are  divided  into  six  classes,  and  are  studying  His¬ 
tory,  Grammar,  Geography  and  Arithmetic.  They  are  all  in¬ 
structed  in  needle-work.  This  branch  of  their  education  the 
Managers  consider  of  much  importance. 

The  pupils  are  making  satisfactory  progress  in  their  studies, 
and,  with  very  few  exceptions,  their  conduct  has  been  highly 
commendable.  The  estimation  in  which  the  schools  are  held 
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by  the  public,  is  evinced  by  the  number  of  applicai 
sion ;  a  number  far  greater  than  the  Board  have  * 
accommodating. 

The  condition  of  the  Finances  will  be  seen  b}  int 

of  the  Treasurer,  herewith  submitted.  A  very  large  iture 

was  necessary  for  the  repairs  of  the  Beck  School  h  .  .  This 


])roperty  is  still  in  the  tenure  of  the  Board  of  Contioilers  of  the 
Public  Schools  of  the  First  School  District  of  Pennsylvania. 
No  change  has  been  made  in  the  Kensington  property. 

The  Managers  congratulate  the  Society  on  the  flourishing 
condition  of  their  schools,  and  on  the  great  benefit  they  have 
conferred  on  the  community.  More  than  sixteen  thousand 
pupils  have  received  instruction  in  them. 

It  has  been  the  constant  effort  of  the  Teachers  and  Managers 
to  have  the  scholars  well  grounded  in  the  branches  of  education 
taught  in  the  schools;  to  guard  their  morals  wdth  sedulous  care, 
and  to  prepare  them,  by  a  course  of  mental  and  moral  disci¬ 
pline,  to  perform  with  credit  and  advantage  both  to  themselves 
and  others,  the  duties  of  the  stations  they  may  hereafter  be  called 
upon  to  fill. 

Commending  the  Institution  to  the  favor  of  the  Giver  of  every 
good  and  perfect  gift,  the  managers  now  surrender  into  the 
hands  of  the  Society  the  trust  committed  to  them.

BOYS’  GRAMMAR  SCHOOL. 

Philadelphia,  January  Wi,  1846. 
Board  of  Managers,  Walnut  Street  School  ; 

Gentlemen: — We  have  received  into  the  Grammar  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Walnut  Street  School,  since  our  last  Annual  Report, 
20  boys  from  the  Secondary  School;  and  13  have  been  ad¬ 
mitted  by  the  Admission  Committee,  which,  with  46  on  the  roll 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  1846,  make  79  boys  who  received 
instruction  in  this  Department  during  the  year.  39  boy.s 
have  left  school  within  the  same  time,  leaving  40  in  attend¬ 
ance  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  department  will  be  imme¬ 
diately  fdled  from  the  admission  list. 

Two  changes  have  been  made  in  our  Class  Books  :  Murray's 
English  Grammar  has  succeeded  Smith’s,  and  Goodrich’s  Lnited 
States,  Hale’s  History.  The  Holy  Bible,  Marshall’s  Life  of 
Washington,  Murray’s  Reading  Books,  Cowper,  Pinnock’s 
Goldsmith’s  England,  Irving’s  Columbus,  Trego’s  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  Mitchell’s  Geography,  Scholars’  Companion,  Maps  and 
Globes,  give  exercise  to  our  several  classes. 

One  boy  was  admitted  during  last  year  from  this  school  into 
the  High  School — two  others  are  preparing  to  present  them¬ 
selves,  on  the  28th  inst.,  for  admission.  The  conduct,  attention 
to  studies,  and  punctuality  of  our  scholars  have  given  us  mucli 
satisfaction.

SECONDARY  DEPARTMENT. 

Gentlemen : 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  admitted  into  the 
Secondary  School  thirty-five  pupils ;  twenty  have  been  pro- 
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moted  to  the  Grammar  School,  and  twelve  have  been  withdrawn. 
The  number  on  the  roll  and  in  regular  attendance  is  forty-five. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  course  of  instruction.  The 
Sacred  Scriptures,  Life  of  Washington,  Conversations  on  Com¬ 
mon  Things,  Murray’s  Readers,  Angel’s  Series,  and  Child’s 
Guide,  are  employed  as  reading  books;  and  Mitchell’s  large 
and  primary  Geographies,  Hazen’s  Speller  and  Definer,  Smith’s 
Grammar  and  Emerson’s  Arithmetic,  as  class  books  for  reci¬ 
tation.

GIRLS’  SCHOOL. 

Gentlemen  : 

We  have  admitted  into  the  Female  Department  of  the  Wal¬ 
nut  Street  School,  this  year,  seventy-nine  pupils,  and  the  same 
number  has  been  removed.  We  have  now  in  attendance,  one 
hundred  and  thirty-one  ;  we  have  a  number  of  names  registered 
for  entrance,  as  vacancies  may  occur. 

We  think  that  many  of  our  pupils  have  made  great  pro¬ 
ficiency  in  their  studies  during  the  past  year,  and  their  deport¬ 
ment  is  highly  creditable  to  the  school ;  a  large  number  that 
have  left,  had  been  with  us  several  years,  and  have  now 
entered  upon  some  occupation.  The  attendance  within  the 
past  few  months  has  been  satisfactory ;  we  have  learned  that  in 
most  cases,  the  absence  has  been  caused  by  sickness. 

The  books  of  recitation  are,  Mitchell’s  Large  and  Primary 
Geographies,  Murray’s  Grammar,  Scholar’s  Companion,  His¬ 
tories  of  the  United  States  and  England,  Keith  on  the  Globes, 
and  Astronomy.  The  Sacred  Scriptures,  Cowper’s  Task,  Con¬ 
versation  on  Common  Things,  Angel’s  Series,  No.  6,  Murray’s 
Reader,  and  Irving’s  Columbus,  as  reading  books;  Davies’ 
Arithmetic,  and  Emerson’s  second  and  third  parts.
